PROPOSED LAND LAW. 

Views of the Irish Landlords and 
Tenants. 

London. Feb. 21.— As the result of 
interviews with the Duke of Abercorn, 
Lord Dunrnven, John Redmond and 
others, the Associated Press is able to 
announce authoritatively that the fol- 
lowing is the situation to-day as re- 
gards the plan of finally settling the 
Irish land question. All the interested 
parties'— Nationalists, Unionists, land- 
lords and tenants— are now, for the first 
lime in the history of Ireland, in agree- 
ment upon the lines of the Dublin con- 
ference. They have also joined forces 
iu bringing pressure on the government 
to make Secretary WyndhamV, forth- 
coming bill agree in spirit with the 
recommendations of the conference, and 
all indications point to the bill conced- 
ing th'pse 'demnnds. It -will be intro- 
duced 'in parliament at the end of 



March, and if passed will accomplish 
what Mr. Redmond and Lord Dunrnven 
agree in saying will he one of the most 
extraordinary peaceful revolutions ever 
effected. 

If Mr. Wyndhnm fails to meet the 
views of the conference, lie will have 
on his hands, to quote Mr. Redmond, 
"an Ireland such as the world has never 
seen." In this view such a strong sup- 
porter of the government as the Duke 
of Abercorn concurs. Mr. Redmond 
adds: "If this agreement of keenly 
opposing parties lacks fulfilment 
through the government's refusal, there 
will be twice as many members of the 
party in jail and twice as many comities 
under the ban of the Crimes Act than 
there were prior to the present truce. 
This truce will be continued until the 
terms of the bill are revealed. A great 
Nationalist conference will meet in 
Dublin in April, to take action on the 
subjects. - ' 

Mr. Wyndham's bill will not be intro- 
duced until after the presentation of 
the budget.

In chambers yesterday, on the appli- 
cation of J. M. Bradhuru, Mr. Justice 
Wnlkem Piadc an order dissolving the 
injunction restraining Mrs. 11. I>. llel- 
irjcken from proceeding with the pro- 
duction of the opera "A Chinese Fete," 
alleged to be an infringement upon the 
copyrignt of "San Toy." 

His Lordship took occasion to ex- 
plain that it was with great reluctance 
that be had dealt with the matter at 
all; but as Mr. Barnard, who acted on 
behalf of Mr. Jamiesou, had made out 
a prima facie case showing that rights 
were being infringed, he hud to consider 
it and had granted the injunction ex- 
pnrte. 

Mr. Bradhuru, in applying for the dis- 
missal of the injunction, raised numer- 
ous objections to the material on which 
the injunction had been obtained, which 
"was an affidavit by Robert Jamiesou 
that parties in New York owned the 
Canadian right to "San Toy," and a 
telegram from a Sun Francisco man 
saying that the Royal bank would fur- 
nish necessary bonds, and naming the 
owners of the rights, lie claimed that 
the plaintiffs had utterly failed to make 
out a case which would support an ac- 
tion, lie read a cable from London 
agents which showed that no transfer 
of copyright had been registered at 
Stationer's hall, which he contended was 
a necessary precedent to the New York 
parties' suit. 

A. LI. McPhillips, K.C., who appeared 
in support of the injunction, objected to 
Mr. Bradhuru reading affidavits by Mrs. 
Helmcken, Miss Goodwin and others un- 
less the deponents were produced for 
cross-examination. 

Mr. Hradburn was thus forced to rest 
his case on technical objections. lie 
produced authorities to show that trans- 
fer of copyright in operatic produc- 
tions need not be registered, and he 
argued that if the defendants were not 
producing "San Toy." but a different 
opera, as they hail contended, they could 
not: be hurt by the injunction. 

His Lordship remarked that h 
wish that more time was at his dis| 
al, but in view of the pressing nature I 
of the ease he would decide at once. 1 
Had both sides been before him on Fri- 
day night, he would have taken a differ- 
ent view, lie believed the San Francis- 
co telegram to he flimsy evidence upon 
which to found an action, and the in- 
junction must: therefore be dismissed 
with costs, lie wished to warn the 
plain tiffs, however, that they were play- 
ing with edgeil tools, as the dismissal 
of the injunction in no way interfered 
with plaintiffs' right to proceed against 
lliom fur damages or otherwise, pro- 
vided they, the plaintiffs, owned the 
copyright.

Tbo Tellus 
left the Golden Gate on Wednesday 
with lief tow and lias made the pas- 
wige ii]> the Coast in three days, -which 
would he a good run for the collier with- 
out Ucr tow, aud with a heavy tow 
such as the Buroda attached to the end 
of u hawser, the passage is one which 
is worthy of comment. Tire Barodit 
was moored al K.squimalt, where she 
will lie dismnntled and made ready for 
service in the coal carrying irade be- 
tween Coinox and Vancouver. She was 
purchased for this business by It. Duns-, 
muir's Sons Co., at San Francisco, from 
('apt. Nelson fin- $W,S(I0. The pas- 
sage from San Francisco was without 
incident, the big pumps placed mi board 
the Buroda having no ditliculty in keep- 
ing Uer comparatively free from water. 

The Bnroda started for Victoria two 
weeks ago in tow of the Tellus, but 
when oil Cape Medocino she encounter- 
ed a heavy gale, aud the steel bark 
sprang aleak. Capt. 1'edersen put about 
and towed the vessel to San Francisco, 
where she arrived with four feet of 
«atcr in her hold. The Tellus com- 
pleted a rouu dtrip to the collier and 
repairs were made, and large pumps 
put on board to prevent a recurrence of 
similar accidents. The Tellus brought 
the vessel to this port on her next voy- 
age north, and as stated, made a fast 
voyage. 

The Baroda is a British hark, which 
went ashore near the mouth of the Co- 
quille river about eighteen months ago, 
and after lying for several months fast 
iu the sands on the Oregon coast the 
vtssel was salved by a wrecking crew 
headed by Capt. Burns, wdio was sent 
from London by the underwriters to 
salve the vessel. She was taken to 
San Francisco and" sold to Capt. Nelson 
for !j;i:i,OCK). She was recently sold to 
the local firm by Capt. Nelson. The 
Buroda will bo added to the lleet of 
hulks now owned by It. Dunsmuir's 
Sons Co., which includes the Bichtird 
111., John C. Potter and Japan, all of 
which are engaged iu carrying coal.

IMPORTED SALE. 

Mackenzie Bros., Ltd., Said to Have 
Disposed of Their Fleet. 

It is rumored that Capt. Mackenzie 
has disposed of his lleet of freighters, 
including the transfer barge Georgian, 
w'.Jch was formerly employed in carry- 
ing; freight cars from Liverpool on the 
Fraser river to Sidney iu connection 
with the (Beat Northern and Northern 
PacHie railways. The steamers sold 
include the Fiugal, Staffa, Clansman 
ami Gladys. 

Three days ago the transfer Georgian 
was withdrawn from the ferry service, 
it being stated that the amount of 
freight offering did not warrant the 
operation id' the barge.

minister in British 'Columbia, and only 
one. So long as this gentleman is ex- 
cluded from olllce, nothing that is done 
is rightly done, of course, and the News- 
Advertiser descends from criticisms to 
diatribes, which contribute to the gaiety 
of the ooinmuuity when the source of 
their inspiration is appreciated. On 
Thursday morning last, Mr. Cotton de- 
voted a column and a half of the News-

Full Text of Treaty of 1825 
Between Great Britain and 
Russia. 



The following is the text of the treaty 
between Great Britain, exclusive of the 
preamble, which signifies nothing. The 
Colonist procured it copy of it from 
Oaiptain tt. G. Lewis, taken from Find- 
lay's Directory for tlio navigation of 
the Pacific Coast, and that lias been 
compared with the original treaty as 
published in certain documents in the 
provincial library. There are two dis- 
crepancies iu the all-important third 
clause. Oue is that Findlay mentions vessels of 



the 5.Sth parallel of north latitude in 
stead of the 50th parallel. The point 
nt which that would cnako the boundary 
line first touch the continent is indi- 
cated by the most northerly cross on the 
index map.

to headpuarters, ,n- to the van of an army, 
and ttius. bring, up reinforcements when re- 
quired; or carry a requisition for fortliT 
ammunition, or many other things that 
may be required oulekly. and which 1t is 
Impossible to do by means of the helio- 
graph or night signals.

In warfare would be liable to be shot at] 
.sight by both armies, on the off-chance of 
their being war dogs. Docs have audi 
u-underful powers of hearing and scent 
Unit if employed with out-posts, they would 
give an alarm (sileutly) of an enemy's ap- 
proach long before the seutrles or plc- 
qucts could possibly distinguish the sound 
of an advancing force. The Greeks train- 
ed their dogs to actually act aa outposts 
'by themselves, anil to retire at full speed 
directly they became aware of strangers 
approaching; and their dogs never failed 
them, though those employed by tho Ro- 
mans to guard the Capitol certainly slept 
ou ono memorable occasion; but there Is 
no doubt they have made a compact with 
Che geese to take the duty on that night, 
with tho historical result of which we read. 

The bent class of dogs for this sort of 
work Is the small one, such as a terrier or 
poodle the large ones are apt to lie som- 
iiolent at times, unless they are kept on 
the alert continuously by their human mas- 
ters; and they are also more likely to be 
d.st ugnielied on account of tSicIr size.

Besides being trained as messengers, lialf- 
bred collies, retrievers, and other clas ch 
of (logs are utilised for the purpose of car- 
rying ammunition to the flgliting line by 
an arrangement of saddle straps, to which 
are attached pouches, holding together be-

On I'nget Sound, where 
traips are used, last season 8,2GTi fisher- 
men averaged about $250 for 4V6 
months' work (1,725 Chiuesc and .Tap- 
iiinese are included in the albove figures I. 
'I'ho season's work, where traps are used, 
■esetends from four lu live months. 
•Under the present method the Fraser 
ilfcrver .season randy goes over two 
nnouths. Another point to consider is 
the ctuadoyinelil of Chinese and Jap- 
anese.

Before the 
bureau was esUTjlished, men out of work 
had no place to go. They tramped the 
streets in search of employment until 
tired, nnd returned to their homes. It 
is different new. Bneh morning nnd 
night tin- linns employing laborers, are 
rung up by phone, and inquiries made 
if they are in need of labor. During the 
daytime there are always a numtier of 
men on hand lo meet the requirements 
of emergency calls. If the Laborers' 
union bud done nothing more than es- 
tablish a In'bor bureau, that of itself, 
demonstrates the necessity of its exist- 
ence.
